ThomaUo urged the Young 
Democrats to interest them¬ 
selves in the anticommunism 
movement. 

In a question and answer 
period, he said that he is not \

As youtflles will reveal, I have been active in disseminating 
Infozmiation concerning the Conmiunlst conspiracy--quite intensely— 
ever since Senator Barry (roldirater and Governor Paul Fannin of 
Arizona assisted me in an Americanism program "kick-off back 
in Nineteen Sixty, I had studied Cosimunism as a j^llosophy of 
materialism ever since I studied for the Catholic priesthood as 
a young man—and until I became ill with tuberculosis from over¬ 
work and which sent me to the desert country on a frei^t train, 
penniless,-in the early Thirties. Hy father had been killed in 
an accident and I was forced to give up my studies because of 
obligations and responsibilities,...In those days I met up with 
many Gommimists who preached the doctrine of "heaven on eartl^" - 
with which I had become familiar at the seminary.

1 recovered my health, became gainfully and responsibly employed, J 
married, my wife and X adopting three children—one a Greek-German, ’ 
one a Choetaw-Cherokee Indian, a third of Indian-Mexican extraction. 

has been the ease with many who were and are informed, we saw 
dur American heritage in Jeopardy, We felt an obligation to do 
more toward informing the American people—as you have suggested 
^n many of your talks about the countz^. We had no conscience for 
having to apologizing to our children for not having done all 
^thin our power^^eserve American liberty and freedom. After 
(Doldwater and Fannin helped me with a definite program in Casa 
grande on Ootober-lf-, I 96 O, my wife and I continued to disseminate 
information on an ever-increasing scale, always at our own expense, 
\ever accepting any financial assistance with what we were doing— 
alwqys asking and encouraging others to do what we were doing. 
Naturally, I was accused of being a Communist—by those who were 
suspect—almost immediately after. Qoldwater and Fannin participated 
with me in a program. I reported this fact to your Phoenix—one > 
of them—representative. I got. the isn^esslon from him l^at he 
was very much aware of the j'j 

Since the "kick-off” In Casa Grande, Arizona, and a fterny return 
to Tucson, ray wife and I held study-glwu^ makings in pur country— 
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hone each week—flfty-el^t Thursdays without a miss* One 
of oitr programs was televised. I was Invited to give hundreds 
of speeches*-which I gave; I showed the film '^Operation Abolition" 
over a hundred times throu^out the Southwest—always at my 
own expense. During question periods after my lectures before 
Service clubs* church groups* schools and colleges* civic groups* 
businessmen, almost invariably I was asked about The John Birch 
Society. I defended them with the information I had on hand. 

I finally made a personal investigation of the organization and 
filially Joined the'Home Chapter. I have been supporting many 
other organlatlons* the Christian Anti-Coionunism Crusade* the 
Christian Crusade* Dan Smoot* the Cardinal Hlndszenty Foundation; 

I have been subscribing to perlodicals-'-many of them-'-llke Human 
Events* The Wanderer* The Freedom Press* the Cardinal Ulndszenty 
Red Line* Victory. I write letters to the newspapers* continue 
to speak idienever an invitation la extended me-^and sometimes 
these invitations are many. I was the only one on the Tucson 
Chamber of Commerce Speaker's Roster—out of a long list—noted 
as being available to speak on Communism as well as Human Relations 
and Industrial Bsployee Counseling. It so happened that since 
I was the only one on the roster listed to speak on the subject 
of Coinmunlsm*>and I spoke often* giving out thousands of copies 
of your speeches* plus literature from the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the Senate Sub-Committee—I was soon 
known and recognized by some of the opposition who didn't like 
what I was doing. Thou^ I Would find it difficult to prove* 

I soon became a persona non grata with my employers because of 
disclosures. Where I had be^en acknowledged and praised—even 
to the extent of national awards—for my worl^on human relations 
and industrial employee coiinsellng* I was^^?ng condemned for 
my anti-Communism work. I soon found It was not possible for 
me to keep employment and continue to talk on antl-Communlsm. I 
continued to talk. My conscience and inherited patriotism wouldn't 
let me do otherwise. I took great stock during those days in 
your words on what one can expect when he begins to fight the 
American Communist.•«.Down to the bottom of the barrel* the usual 
threats* no Job* I recelved--out of the blue—a letter from a 
Racine manufacturer* asking if I'd consider coming to Wisconsin, 

At my age* it was like an answer to the thousands of prayers being 
offered on ray behalf by many friends and patrlota--and I'm sure 
it was such an answer... .thou^* I agree* It's a little old-fashioned 
to believe in God and the efficacy of prayer.... 1 'm here* working 
as a counselor and director of training--and still continuing my 
antl-Oommimism activities* supporting end working with all the 
organizations mentioned above. 

Now: My whole point in taking so much of your time is 
to tell you that since the menace has gotten Into the churches 
and all avenues of life* with stisplclons^elng thrown in all 
directions—and since I haven't seen any/^ support to antl- 
Coramunist groups being misdirected* I can only assume that 
support remains purely patriotic and American. Ifeel that it 
is important that I take every precaution against hurting the 
cause of freedom....but every day the work gets more difficult.

Thank you for your note of November the thirtieth—as wall as 
the copy of your talk given at "SWORD OP LOYOLA" dinner in 
Chicago.

C OPS ARE HUMAN (beheve it or not) 
just like the rest of us. They come 
in both sexes but mostly male. They also 
come in various sizes. This sometimes 
depends of> whether you are.looking 
for one or trying to hide something. 
However, they are mostly big. 

Cops are found everywhere — on 
land, on the sea, in the air, on horses, 
in cars, and sometimes in your hair. 
In spite of the fact that "you can't find 
one when you want one", they are 
usually there when it counts most. The 
best way to get one is to pick up the 
phone. 

Cops deliver lectures, babies and bad 
news. They are required to have the 
wisdom of Solomon, the disposition of 
a lamb and muscles of steel and are 
often accused of having a heart to 
match. He's the one who rings the door 
bell, swallows hard and announces the 
passing of a loved one; then spends the 
rest of the day wondering why he ever 
look such a "crummy" job. 

On TV a cop is an oaf who couldn't 
find a bull fiddle in a telephone booth. 
In real life he’s expected to find a little 
blonde boy "about so high" in a crowd 
of a half million people. In fiction he 
gets help from private eyes, reporters 
and "who-dun-it" fans. In real life, 



mostly all he gets from the public is "I 
didn't see nutlin'." 

When he serves a summons he’s a 
monster. If he lets you go, he's a doll. 
To little kids he's either a friend or a 
bogeyman, depending on how the par¬ 
ents feel about it. He works "around the 
clock", split shifts, Sundays and holi¬ 
days and it always kills him when a 
joker says, "Hey, tomorrow is Election 
Day, I’m off, let's go fishing" (that's the 
day he works 20 hours). 

A cop is like the little girl, who, when 
she was good, was very, very good, but 
when she was bad she was horrid. When 
a cop is good "he’s getting paid for it". 
When he makes a mistake "he's a 
grafter and that goes for the rest of them 
too". When he shoots a stick-up man 
he's a hero, except when the stick-up 
man is "only a kid, anybPdy coulda 
seen that". 

Lots of them have homes, some of 
them covered with ivy, but most of them 
covered with mortgages. If he drives a 
big car he's a chiseler; a little car, "who's 
he kidding?" His credit is good; this is 
very helpful, because his salary isn't. 
Cops raise lots of kids; most of them 
belong to other people. 

A cop sees more misery, bloodshed, 
trouble and sunrises than the average 




^ ^person. Like the postman, cops must 
•' also be out in all kinds of weather. His 
uniform changes with the climate, but 
his outlook on life remains about the 
same; mostly a blank, but hoping for a 
better world. 

Cops like days off, vacations and cof¬ 
fee. They don't like auto horns, family 
fights and anonymous letter writers. 
They have unions, but they can't strike. 
They must be impartial, courteous and 
always remember the slogan "At your 
service". This is sometimes hard, espe¬ 
cially when a character reminds him, 
"I'm a taxpayer, I pay your salary". 

Cops get medals for saving lives, stop¬ 
ping runaway horses and shooting it out 
with bartdits (once in a while his widow 
gets the medal). But sometimes the most 
rewarding moment comes when after 
some small kindness to an older person, 
he feels the warm hand clasp, looks into 
grateful eyes and hears "Thank you and 
God bless you, son'.'

THE COMMUNIST PlA FOR TAKING OVER 
AMERICAN CITIES 

< A« reveoled by Kenneth Goff, o former Communist, to Congressional 
Committees, ond in speeches and pubiicotions,) 


A t that hour, large race riots are sup¬ 
posed to take place in every city 
of any size. Leaders of these mobs are 
to be carefully chosen and trained in 
advance. The disturbances are to be of 
su^ extent as to require sending large 
forces of police to those areas. While 
the authorities are trying to quell these 
riots, picked bands of Reds are to seize 
the r^io stations and teleplione ex¬ 
changes. With the aid of their com¬ 
rades, who are employed inside, ail 
communications systems are to be in¬ 
stantly crippled. 

“Hying squads of Communists are 
to seize control of the water supply 
and shut it off; also the electrical power 
and gas. This means that no elevators 
or street cars are to be running. Homes 
would be without water, fuel or light, 
it would be impossible to communicate 
with friends or loved ones, even In an¬ 
other part of the city. 

“Goon squads of professional mur¬ 
derers are to round up the people in 
the business districts. Men are to be 
held as hostages in some of the larger 
buildings. Women are to be turned 
over to the sex-crazed mobs to be rav¬ 
ished and raped. 

“These are exactly the methods used 
in Russia, Spain and other places where 
the Communist Party has been allowed 
to organize and come to fruition. They 
expect to do the same thing in the U.S.

Flag Waved Freely, as Usual 


The State Senate’s Education Commit¬ 
tee braced itself for a blow last week as 
it sat down to hear the annual exhibition 
of flag-waving that goes along with the 
annual chase-the-Commies-off-the-campus 
bill. 

The committee was not disappointed. 

Before it was a trio of bills to outlaw 
Communist Party members from holding 
fe job in any Wisconsin school or from 
speaking or debating on any campus, and 
b? compel high schools to teach two se¬ 
mesters of civics instead of the usual one. 
* * * 

The cast of characters (and we use the 
word advisedly) was unchanged—Sen. 
Gordon Roseleip of Darlington, former 
State American Legion commander who 
sponsors this kind of legislation as a kind 
of reQex; Bob Siegiist, an ultra-rigbt-wing 
radio commentator, and one Fred Munk- 
holm of NeillsvUle, who added a funny 
note to this year’s hearing by expanding 
the usual womb-to-tomb definition of wel¬ 
farism to “conception to resurrection." 

The senators may have greeted Siegrist 
a bit warily, in that he is reputed to have 
been the source of “information" behind 
Sen. Jen-is Leonard's recent and ill-fated 
witch-hunt against the Daily (^dioal, 
a U. of W. daily newspaper. But he treat- 
. ed them only to a 12-page statement about 


communism which took 30 minutes to 
read. 

Senator Roseleip was in excellent form, 
however. Pointing to the committee’s 
flag, he bellowed, “I’m proud of that 
great flag., C!ommunists are enemies of 
that flag. I am a flag waver. And what 
great flag could 1 wave than that of the 
United States of America?” All of this 
was hardly relevant to the bill, but Rose¬ 
leip knows it goes over big at American 
Legion picnics.

The committee also heard from Jim 
Dan Hill, former president of Superior 
State College and former commander of 
the 32d Division; from Walker Wyman, 
president of Whitewater State Univer¬ 
sity, and Robert Clodius, a ^nce president 
of the UniverHi^ of Wisconsin.

Will Am er ica Survive? 

"As long as c^itaiisns and socialism exist we 
cannot live in peace; in the end. one or the other 
will triumph — a funeral dirge will be sung over 
either the Soviet Republics or over world capi¬ 
talism-*" Lenin 

"First, we will take eastern Europe, then the mas¬ 
ses of Asia, then we will encircle the United 
Statea which will be the last bastian of Capitalism.

Lenin advised his followers; "... to agree to any

In 1934, while they were working and studying the 
labor movement in Russia. Walter and Victor Reu-

"We are at war with Communism and the sooner 
every red-blooded American realizes this, the saf¬ 
er we will be . . 

"... They have infiltrated every conceivable 
sphere of activity; youth groups: radio, televis¬ 
ion, and motion picture industries; church, school, 
educational and cultural groups; the press; na¬ 
tional minority groups and civil and political 
units . . . 

"The Communist threat from without must not 
blind us to the Communist threat from within. The

'These are exactly the methods used in Russia, 
^ain and other places where the Communist Party 
has been allowed to organize and come to fruition. 
They expect to do the same thing in the U.S. 

'Bridges, subways and street car stations are to 
be blown up. Downtown areas are to be isolated 
from the rest of the city. Sharpshooters and sni¬ 
pers are to be detailed in taxicabs and vehicles, 
which are to be taken over to wipe out the police, 
soldiers, uniformed persons and known vigilantes. 
Smoke bombs, properly located in subways, build¬ 
ings and large stores are to add to the terror of 
the people. 

'This is the day-the big day toward which every 
Communist is looking- and for which he is prepar¬ 
ing. His entire training focuses at that point. 

"When night comes, the ci^ is to be in pitch dark¬ 
ness. Murderous bands of Reds will roam the 
streets, plumdering shops and starting fires in old 
bulldii^s. This will increase the panic and fa¬ 
cilitate the surrender of women, children and old 
people, who will be held as hostages to hasten the 
surrender of unarmed men. 

'Then, as the morning sun casts her first rays on 
the community, one will be able to see blood flow¬ 
ing in the streets. This is no idle dream The 
Communist Party is working methodically andwith 
deadly precision toward this obiective. It can hap¬ 
pen here. Unless we destroy the Red menace in 
America, the day is at hand when we shall suffer 
the same fate as our Christian brethren in Europe

When I asked him directly if he were* he said* "les* and 1 also

I have so far found no infoxination other than the little he told us. 

iji^ression was that he was deliberately trying to change the 
subject and 1 pursued it no fmrther. 

During the Qaestion and Answer period after the movis* he mentioned 
that as a Catholic himself he felt free to criticize The Church 
and stated* "The Catholic Church is falling apart.'* He further 
stated that Canmunists were already 60% of the way throu^ their 
plan to take over the Catholic Church; and that they were placing 
special en^hasls on the Dominican Order because they want to see 
the teachings of St. Thomas Aquinas discredited. He also 
coitplained about the secularization of Catholic schools. 

At the very beginning of his talk* Mr. Thomallo mentioned that he 
is in constant conraunication with you* Ur. Hoover. To people who 
have alvrays had great faith in your integrity and judgement* and 
1 am among them* this immediately gives more credence to what he 
says* But on thinking this over* what Ur. Thcoiallo said then was 
that he receives periodic repox^s frcm the F.B.I. and that he keeps 
you informed of all his activities In this endeavor of fitting 
Gomntunian. Are you aware of his beliefs and how they are presented? 
Do you approve of his giving the la^resslon of your agreement with 
him? He sa-|.d a t the end that you feel if there were 1000 people 
doing the type of work be is doing* the threat of Communism would 
be greatly abated. 

Ur. Hoover* these are scmie of 'the points I cannot understand. 
Certainly Communists would be fooll^ not to take advantage of an 
American weakness like our treatment of some minority groiqjs* but 
Mr. Thomallo never mentioned an alternative to the Civil Rights 
Uovement (other than the generalization Love) to bring ^out 
equality for these people. I personally do not believe in the 
marching and demonstrations but can still believe in the sincerity 
of those t4io do. Mobs scare me. A friend of mine* a Negro social 
worker* said last week* "Who is more wrong* Father Groppl or 

those who say nothing?'* That seems a fair question. I am currently 
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working with a Project Understanding group here in Racine, the 
aim of which is to help solve tee racial problems throu^ 
education and understanding, plus knowledge of each other as 
individuals, ify picture was in tee paper with two Negroes and 
another white woman; as a consequence I received a nasty anonymous 
phone call and some Nazi hate literature in tee mail. This caioe as 
a shock to me for I did not realize any people around here were 
that wa^ed In their thinking. 

Probably what i^set me most about tee talk yesterday were his 
statements about the Catholic Oiurch. £ too am a Catholic and 
truly believe in my Faith. A period of change such as we are in 
requires adjustments but f believe that the Holy Spirit guides the 
Church in these things and that we will be stronger for it all. 

In your position do you really see evidences of Communist ini'iltra- 
tion in the Catholic Church? Ur* Thomallo also objected to vdiat 
he called "secularization of Catholic schools." I think part of 
what he referred to is the recent organization in our conmninity 
of a Catholic Education Ccmnlttee, con^rised oi' members (pastors, 
principals, lay people) from Catholic schools in tee same area as 
sezved by the Unified School District for the public schools. It 
is my impression that we are working together to benefit the 
children by pooling resources, both In materials and mai^ower. It 
no lon^r is practical In teese days of government aid (I am a 
Republican opposed to so much of it, by tee way) for each individual 
school to operate separately, e^cially when as a grov^ we can get 
financial aid under seme Titles of tee Education Bill. 1 am an 
officer in this group and am sincere in my desires and efforts to 
help Improve education for the Catholic school child in Racine. It 
seems unlikely to me that I am serving the Conmtunist purpose by 
doing so. Am I mistaken In tels belief? 

Is the whole situation as serious as Mr. Th<»iiallo would have us 
believe? Are we unable to co\int on even the Catholic Church for 
support in tee battle against Coamunism? How can we help Negro 
people obtain teeir rights witeout gathering in mobs teat are so 
tsiD^ting to those who want to incite riots? What can the average 
housewife believe in this day of Managed News? 

Thank you, Mr. Hoover, for ait you've dene for our country. You have 
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always been an inspiraidon to us and we wish you well In the 
years to ccHoe*
